The annexed account: of the conviction 
und exeediion of a man on the basis of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, is copied from a late 
volume of Chdmbers’ Edinburg Journal.— 
The tragedy transpired more than a hundred 
years ago ; and is now cited to warn courts 
and juries against relying too implicitly on 
circumstantial eric nee: 

“In the year 1742, = caseof a. very ro- 
markable nature occurred neat Hull, Eng- 
land. & gentleman travelling to that place 
was stopped late in the evening about seven 
miles from the town by a single highway- 
man, and robbed of a purse containing twen- 
ty guineas. ‘The highwayman rode off by a 
different path at full speed, and the gentle- 
man frightened but not. injured, exeept in 
purse, pursued his journey. It was growing 
ate, however, and being naturally much 
agitated by. what bad passed he rode only two 
miles further and stopped at the Bull fon, 
kept by Mr. James Brunell. He went to the 
kitchen to give directiors about his supper, 
where he related to several persons present 
the fact of his having been rebbed ; to which 
he added this peculiar circumstance, that 
when he travelled he always gave his gold a 
peeuliar mark, and that every guinea taken 
from his purse was thus marked. Henee he 
hoped that the robber would be detected. 
Supper being ready be retired. 

“ The gentlenian had not long f nisbed 
his supper, when Mr. Brunell came into the 
perior where he was, and after the usual in- 
quiry of landiords as to the guest 'n satisfuction 
with the meal, observed,” Sir, I undoretand 
that you have been robbed not far hence, 
this evening? ‘I have sir,’ was the reply.—

Mr. Brauell continued to say, that when 
the guinea was brought back to him it was 
not the same one he had sent out for change, 
there being on the retarned a mark, which 
be was very sure was not upon the other; 
bet thatthe sheald probably have thought no 
more of the matter; Jennings having frequent - 
ly had gold in his pocket of late, had not the 
people in the kitchen told him what the travel- 
ler had related respecting the robbery, and 
the cireumstance of the guineas being 
marked. He (Mr. Bronell) had not been 
present when this relation was made, and 
unlackily, before he beard of it from the 
people in the kitchen, he had paid away the 
guinea to a man who lived at a distance, und 
now had gone home. The circumstance 
however,’ said the landlerd in conęlusion, 
struck me so very strongly, that I could not 
refrain, as an honest ed from coming and 
giving information of it. 

Mu Brunell was duly. thanked for his 
candid disclosure. ‘There appeared from it 
the strongest reasons for suspecting Jennings, 
and if, on searching him, any other of the 
marked guineas should be found, and the 
gentleman could identify them, there would 
then remain no doubt in the matter. It was 
vow agreed to go up to his room. Jennings, 
was fast as.cep, his pockets were searched 
and from one of them was drawn forth a 
purse containing exactly nineteen guineas. 
Suspicion now became eertain ; for the geti- 

tleman declared the purse and guineas to be 
identically those of which he had been rob- 
Led. Assistance was called, Jennings was 
awakened, dragged out of bed, and charged 
with the robbery. He denied it firmly; but 


} circumstances were too strong to gain him 


relief. He was secured that night, and the 
next day taken before a justice of the peace. 
The gentleman and Mr. Brunell deposed the 
facts upon oath; and Jennings, having no 
prooſa beyond but the mere assertions of in- 
nocence, which could not be credited, was 
committed to take his trial at the next assi- 
zes. 

So strong seemed the case against him, 
that Most of the man’s friends advised him 
to plead guilty, and throw himeelf on the 
rerey of the court. This advice he rejected 
and when arraigned, pleaded not guilty.— 
The prosecutor swore to the fact of the rob- 
bery ; though as it was in mask, he could not 
swear to the person of the prisoner, but 
thonght hior of the same stature neagly, as 
the man who robbed him. To the parse and |

To consummate the proof, the man to 
whom Mr. Brunell had paid the guinea as 
mentioned, eame forward and produced the 
coin testifying at the same time that he had 
received it on the very evening of the robbery, 
from the prisover’s master, in payment of a 
debt; and the owner or prosecator on com- 
paring it with the other nineteen, swore to 
its being to the best of his belief one of the 
twenty marked guineas taken from him by 
the highwayman, and of which the other 
nineteen were found on Jennings. | 

“The judge aummoned vp the evidence, 
pointing out all the concurring cireumstan- 
ces against the prisoner; and the jury, con- 
vinced by the strong accumulation of eireum - 
stantial evidence, without going oat of court, 
brought in a verdiet guilty. Jennings was 
executed sometime afterwards at Hull, re- 
pentedly declaring his innocence up to the 
very moment of his execution. Within a 
twelvemonth afterwards, Brunell, the master 
of Jennings, was himeelf taken up for a rob- 
bery commitied on a guest in his house, and 
the fact being proved on trial, he was cOn- 
victed and ordered for execution. The ap- 
proach of death brought on regentance, and 
repentance confession. Brunell not only 
acknowledged that he had been guilty of 
many highway robberies, but owned himself 
to have committed the very one for which 
poor Jennings. suffered. 

The account which Brunell gave, was that 
after having tobbed the traveller, he had got 
home before by ewifter riding and a 
nearerway. That he fuand a man waiting 
for him, and to. whom, not having enough of 
other money in bis pocket, he gave away 
one of the twenty guineas which be had just 
obtained by the rohbery. Presently came 
in the robbed wentieman, who, whilst Bru- 


stnble. told bis tale as before related in the 
kitchen, ‘The gentleman had scarcely left 
the kitchen before Brunell entered it, and 
there, to his consternation, heard of the facts 
of his guineas being marked. He became 
dreadfully alarmed. The guinea which he 
had paid away, he dared not ask back again, 
and as the affair of the robbery as well as 
the circumstance of the marked guineas, 
would soon become publicly known, he saw 
nothing but detection, disgrace,. and death. 
In this dilemma the thought of accusing and 
sacrificing poor Jennings occurred to him.—

was, gave him an a Sega, of concealing 
the money in the waiter’s pocket.

ANIMAL FPRONOSTIOS. 


The lower animals in a state of nature, or 

exposed in the open fields, are very suscept- 

ible of atmospheric changes. Sheep. eat 

greedily before a storm, and sparingly be- 

fore a thaw. When they leave the high 

parts of their range, when they bleat much 

in the evening, or during the night, we may 

expect severe weather. Goats seek a place 

of shelter, while swine carry litter, and cov- 

er themselves better than ordinarily before a 
storm. Frost is ſoretold by the cat scratch- 
ing a post or wall; and a thaw, when she 
washes her face, or when frogs come from 
their winter concealment. The gathering of 
grouse into large flocks, the diving of spar- 

rows in dry dust, fluttering ot wild ducks as 
they flap their wings, the dismal lengthened 
how] of sea-gulls in an inland place or around 
lakes, the mournful note of the curlew, the 
shrill whew of the plover, the whet-whet- 
whet of the chaffineh upon a tree, the crowing 
of the cock at unusual times, all prognosticate 
rain or snow. When the fieldfare, redwing, 
starling, swan, snowfleck, and other birds of 
passage, arrive soon from the north, it indi- 
cates an early and severe winter. When 
gnats bite very keenly, when flies keep near 
the ground (skown by swallows that feed 
upon the wing flying low) we look for wind 
and rain. But the most wonderful influence 
of atmospheric changes, is upon those crea- 
tures that burrow in the ground. The earth 
worm appearing in abundance indicates rain. 
In like manner the mole seems to feel its 
approach, as a day or two before he raises 
more hillocks than usual; and when after a 
long severe frost he begins again to work, it 
will soon become fresh. The effects of clec- 
tricity are well known both on the atmos- 
phere and on animals; and the deposition of 
of the aqueous vapors with the relaxing damp 
near the face of the earth, which in certain 
states takes place, may give rise to this in 
creased activity.
